A short while age Mr. E. W. Bunting, of this Division, discussed
with Mr. Morris Marston of your office, certain phases of the
annual revision of municipal inventory tabulations which are &
basis for the distribution of the gasoline tax and motor wvehicle
revenus to the political sub-divisions.

The 1949 Legislature amended Chapter 569 of the 1947 Session so
that the letters requesting payment to the towms be sent direct
to the State Reads Commission ingtead of the State Treasurer.
With thie revised procedure we will no longer receive duplicate
coples as was the practice in the past and it will be necessary
to have close contact with your office in order that we will be
advised of the towns which request participation in these funds
as our tabulations for their distribution are based upon these
requests.

We have maintained a complete file on each of the incorporated
towns since the filing of the original certification in June 1947
and have included in this file all subsequent letters requesting
participation in these funds. If duplicate copies of such
letters are not received in the future owr files will be incom-
plete in this respect.

Last week MNr. Morris Marston of the Comptroller's Division called at this
office to discuss certain phases of the annual revision of the Municipal Inventory
tabulations. Since it is possible that Mr. Wannen will contact you in regard to the
several matters discussed I am enclosing herewith a brief resumé of the discussion
for your information.

As you know the 1949 Legislature amended Chapter 569 so that the letters
requesting payment would be sent direct to the State Roads Cormission instead of
being relayed through the State Treasurer. With this revised procedure we will no
longer receive duplicate copies of these letters and it will be necessary for the
Comptroller's office to advise us of the receipt of the letters requesting payment
of funds.

We have maintained a complete file on each of the incorporated towns since
the filing of the original certification in June of 1947 and have included in this
file all subsequent letters requesting participation in the distribution of the
Gasoline Tax and Motor Vehicle Revenve funds. If no duplicate copy of such letters
are received in the future our file will be incomplete in this respect. Mr. Marston
feels that we have no need for this copy if we are informed by his office that the
original letter was received but I believe that since we have kept a complete file
on this subject thus far we should continue to do so vy the procurement of duplicate
copies from the Comptroller's office.

The possibility of having the deadline for the receipt of these letters,
which is now May 30th of each year, changed to coincide with the deadline for receipt
of the revision reports was also discussed. Under the present system we are unable
to complete final tabulation of the annual revisions until after May 30th of each
year, Establishment of December 31lst annually as the deadline for receipt of both
the letters and the revisions would enable us to complete the tabulations in one
operation.







Since Chapter 569 does not include any procedure to be used in the case
of newly incorporated towns or those towns which have abandoned their charters Mr.
Wannen will request a ruling on this question from Mr. Clapp's office and we will
be informed of the decision of the Special Assistant Attorney General.

A mimeographed form letter will be sent to all incorporated towns who

have not yet submitted a letter requesting participation, reminding them of the
May 30th deadline for such applications.

Section 13 of Article 89B of the 1947 Cumulative Supplement to the
Annotated Code of Maryland provides that 20% of the monies paid into the
Gasoline Tax Fund during any fiscal year, together with the share of the
Motor Vehicle Revenue Fund added thereto pursuant to Section 16(3) of Article
89B, shall be used for the benefit of the counties and municipalities of the
State, other than Baltimore City.
